SUMMARY OF AGENDA 

A. As recited in claim 1, Baldwin, Klein, or their combination does not disclose or 
suggest determining a size of a band based on a size of the particular cache. 

B. As recited in claim 1, Baldwin, Klein, or their combination does not disclose or 
suggest executing a set of routines where each routine processes a single band 
retrieved from the particular cache to produce output data stored to the particular 
cache and where executing of the passes is performed using the particular cache 
without accessing other memories outside the processor. 

C. As recited in claim 4, Baldwin, Boland, and Emer, or their combination does not 
disclose or suggest a method of processing image processing routines on a 
processor where the method includes (1) determining an initial list of routine 
identifiers, (2) grouping at least two routine identifiers, (3) modifying the initial 
list of routine identifiers, (4) executing the routines in the modified list, and (5) 
storing output of the routines. 
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D. As recited in claim 4, Applicants respectfully submit that there are no motivations 
or suggestions to combine (1) the alleged teachings of Baldwin for processing 
image processing routines on a processor using a cache, (2) the alleged teachings 
of Boland for determining, grouping, modifying, executing, and storing, and (3) 
the alleged teachings of Emer for using routine identifiers. 

E. As recited in claim 10, Boland, Emer, or their combination does not disclose or 
suggest determining a single routine identifier that identifies the single routine 
that identifies a set of at least two routine identifiers. 
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
